1 9. (Amended) A lean burn engine which produces an exhaust 

2 gas comprising NOx, hydrocarbons, and carbon monoxide, the engine comprising 

3 an emission control system for treating the exhaust gas which flows upstream to 

4 downstream through the emission control system, which system comprising: 

5 (a) a lean NOx catalyst comprising a lean NOx catalyst platinum 

6 group metal (PGM) for reducing NOx to N2 wherein the lean NOx catalyst PGM 

7 consists of platinum; and 
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(b) an oxidation catalyst comprising an oxidation catalyst 
platinum group metal (PGM) for oxidizing hydrocarbons and carbon monoxide,
